Parking Meier Ring Smashed 


NEW YORK 
(AP) — T w enty-tw o city parking meter 
collectors and truck drivers have been arrested in the breakup 
of a ring that reportedly stole $5 million in coins from parking 
meters over the past four years. 
City Investigation Commissioner Arnold G. Fraim an said 
detectives from his office seized the suspects Friday when the 
drivers and collectors com pleted their rounds and returned to 
a city garage. 
Fraiman said one of the suspects was carrying burglar tools 
and that the other 21 were carrying from $150 to $1,000 each in 
dim es and quarters. 
The com m issioner said the detectives investigated the ring 
by posing as m eter collectors. He said the investigation was 
launched 
in February after officials in the city finance 
administrator’s office started noticing “ certain irregularities” 
in meter collections, such as fluctuations in the am ounts 
collected. 
Seven of the arrested em ployes were collectors and 15 were 
truck drivers. Twenty-one of the suspects were charged with 
larceny and possession o f burglar tools, and one was charged 
only with possession of burglary tools. 


Star-Gazer Satellite in Orbit 


CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) — A two-ton astronomical 
observatory carrying 11 telescopes rocketed into space early 
today to study the stars and perhaps uncover clues to the 
origin of the universe. 
The star-gazer satellite rode atop an Atlas-Centaur rocket 
that rumbled o ff a Cape Kennedy launch pad at 3:40 a.m. EST, 
brilliantly illum inating the early morning sky. 
The booster sped high over the Atlantic Ocean, pushing the 
$75-million payload toward a circular orbit 480 miles high. 
The satellite, the second orbiting astronomical observatory, 
is the heaviest and m ost com plex scientific satellite ever 
launched by the United States.
